AWFUL PERIL IS UNHEEDED. 


Husband, Whose Efforts Are in Vain, 
Finally Resened Alive. 


Niagara Falis, N. Y¥., June &6—[Special.}-— 
| When she in believed to have been made 
insane by the fascinating beauty of the rush- 
ing waters, Mre. Sarah Cohen, wife of Loutls 
Cohen, 1168 Broadway, Buffalo, leaped into 
the swirling river between the Second and 

Third Sisters islands, only 150 feet above the 
brink of the cataract, today. 

Without a moment's hesitation, her hus- 
band followed her, caught her hand and 
struggled deaperately to gave her. 
Mrs. Cohen probably died in her husband's 
arms. Before it was possible to bring effi- 
elent help a half hour had passed, during all 
of which Cohen was making frantic attempts 
to reach the shore. 
But the struggle against the current—at 
this point it is about twenty miles an hour— 
was beyond merely human muscle. Fortune 
aided him. With his wife tightly clasped to 
him he felt himself bump into a tree stump, 
and on this he got a grip with his one free 
hand. 

Help Delay for Nearly Half Hour. 
He shouted lustily for help and word was 
carried to the reservation police, but it was 
nearly half an hour after Mrs, Cohen jumped 
into the river that Officer James Martin ar- 
rived with ropes, and Representatives James 
8S. Simons and three other men gave their 
services. 
Three times they threw a rope before it 
fell within Cohen's grasp. When he did catch 
it he wae too weak totie it about hig own or 
his wife's waist. The two were twenty feet 
away from shore, and it was extremely dimi- 
cult, owing to the precarious nature of the 
footing, to make @ good cast. Pinned 
against the tree stump by the terrific rush 
of water, all the strength had gone out of 
Cohen. And, too, he had been unable to keep 
his wife's face above water. 
Once Cohen had hold of the rope the men 
on shore began to pull, and Officer Martin, 
who was in front, slipped and fell into the 
stream, but quickly regained his feet; When 
within fifteen feet of the shore Cohen lost 
his grip on his wife's body and it was carried 
off downstream and lost to view.

FOR CHURCH FIRE

The burning of the Austin Methodist 
church—the largest of the denomination in 
the Rock River conference—early yesterday 
morming was the work of an incendiary, in 
the belief of members of the congregation, 
residents, and city firemen. ; 

The church was discovered in flames at 
$ a. m, an hour when no one was known 
to be, or. had a right to be, in the structure. 
The blaze apparently started within the 
building. When the first firemen arrived 
from the nearest station, a block away, the 
whole interior of;the large structure seemed 
to be on fire. ; 

Furthermore another church fire was dis- ' 
covered in Austin, a few blocks away, five 
hours earlier in the evening. This earlier 
fire was.in the Holinegs church, 56510 South 
boulevard and caused a loss of $1,000. ‘The 
evidence pointed.to incendiarism as strongly 
in the case of the Holiness church as in the 
later destruction of the Methodist edifice, 

As soon as Fire Attorney Frank J. Hogan 
received reports of the two Austin church 
fires, he detailed two detectives to investi- 
gate. 

“We have had a number of suspicious 
church fires within the last year,’’ Mr. Hogan 
said. *“‘ These latest cases will be investi- 
gated with utmost care.” 


“Set on Fire,” Says Secretary. 

A. H. Clement, 823 South Fifty-third ave- 
nue, financial secretary of the Methodist 
church, admitted no doubt of the incendiary 
origin of the fire. 

‘*I am convinced the building was set on 
fire,” he said. “This is evidenced by the 
rapid spread of the flames. The church was 
locked up and there was no fire in the fur- 
nace or elsewhere in the building.”’ 

Chief Eugene Sweeney of the Eighteenth 
battalion, fire department, was equally satis- 
fied as to the cause. He said: 

‘‘There is no doubt in my mind that the 
fire was the work of incendiarism. It must 
have started in more than one place at once. 
No fire starting from usual causes could 
gain the headway this one did in a few min- 
utes. The whole interior was in flames when 
the first firemen arrived,”’ 

The fire appeared to have got its first good 
start in the rear of the church, near the 
organ, which was set in an alcove. So 
threatening did the blaze look when the 
firemen arrived that a second and then a 
general alarm was sent in. Chief Horan 
turned out, reaching the church before the 
roof fell in. 


Driven Out by Flames. 


Chopping down the big front doors, the 
firemen at first tried to enter and pour water 
on the raging flames within. They soon had 
to give up this fight. The heat and the 
smoke from the steadily growing fire drove 
the u.c¢n back to the pavement, and water 
was thrown in from some distance. 

The roof gave in shortly and sparks, daz- 
zling flames, and pillars of smoke shot up 
into the night, lighting up the houses and 
stores and trees all through Austin. Resi- 
dents of the neighborhood, awakened by the 
noise of the firemen and the glare of the 
burning church, flocked into the streets and 
watched the gorgeous display. 

While the fire spouted up from the Interior 
the steeple of the church bravely held its 
own. All around it, apparently, the roaring 
flames held full sway, but the tower defied 
them. After the fire had burned out and the 
firemen had gone, leaving only thin veils of 
pungent smoke curling from the black and 
sodden heap of ruins within the walls, the 
steeple was as defiant as ever. It stands on 
an independent foundation and was yot 
affected by the destruction of other portions 
of the building. However, it may be neces- 
sary to tear it down. 


Dedicated by Dr. White. 

The Austin church was deidicated in 1899 
by the Rev. Abel M. White, now pastor of 
Grace church. It was of brick. The loss is 
estimated at $75,000. Insurance of $80,000 is 
carried on the structure and contents, a $500 
policy covering the organ. 

The church has 1,200 members, with a bible 
class of 300, sald to be the largest in the 
Methodist denomination. The Rev. George 
B. Trever is pastor. Services were conduct- 
ed in the morning by the Rev. Mr. Trever 
in Library -hall, Austin.

NEGRO DOOMED TO GALLOWS 
LYNCHED BY A MOB OF 15. 


Jailer Locked in Cell While Florida 
Crowd, Fearing Escape from Noose, 
Hangs Sheriff’s Slayer. 


Tallahassee, Fla., June 6.—A mob of not 
more than fifteen men was responsible for 
the lynching of Maik Morris, a negro, whose 
lifeless body, swinging from a tree in the 
jail yard, met the gaze of the people this 
morning. 

Condemned to death for the murder of 
William Langston, late sheriff of this county, 
the negro would have legally paid the pen- 
alty of his crime with his wife June 11, just 
five days hence. 

When the mob arrived at the jail they 
brought the jailer to the door with a ruse that 
they had a prisoner, overpowered him, and 
took his keys. After securing the negro 
they locked the jailer in Morris’ ceil. Sher- 
iff Houston was in Georgia at the time. 

Fear that the negro might escape the gal- 
lows through feigned insanity prompted the 
act of the mob. 

For three days following the killing of 
the sheriff posses with bloodhounds scoured 
the turpentine woods and swamps in search 
of Morris. He was captured in Georgia and 
confessed the crime.

Secretary MacVeagh refused to discuss the 
political situation beyond admitting that the

‘But, concede that there is gambling in 
Chicago at present, it certainly does not 
amount to much.

The 
difference between the police department of 
today and those of other administrations is 
that, while gambilng may not have been ab- 
solutely stopped, hundreds of other evils 
have vanished. 

“The city administration in all lines is 
good and all that could be asked by Chi- 
cagoans. I notice that people cry occasional- 
ly that the present régime ts a political one. 
Of course it ts to a certain extent... But the 
mayor and the other officials are not work- 
ing politics all the time. It is true that they 
go down to Springfield whenever an impor- 
tant political issue arises. I nofice, how- 
ever, that they succeeded in getting through 
$16,000,000 bond bills and other important 
measures that are for the civic good. 


Politics Always, but Less of It. 

“As iong as there are offices to be given 
out. then we will have politics in our adminis- 
trations. This applies to the federal govern- 
ment as well as the municipal. Old Andrew 
Jackson was right when he said ‘ to the victor 
belongs the spoils.’ Civil service, however, 
will spread in the future, and much of the 
patronage now in existence will be eradicat- 
ed. But we will always have political ad- 
ministrations, and it is foolish and absurd to 
think that we will not.” 

Mr. MacVeagh spoke of Senator Cullom, 
whom he said he met almost every day in 
Washington.

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URGE AID FOR THE ARMENIAN | 


Chicagoans in Massmeeting Call 
for Federal Action. 


START RELIEF FUND MOVE. 


Answer Dr. Gunsaulus’ Appeal on Be- | 


half of Persecuted Race. 


An appeal to Chicago for funds to relieve 
the sufferings of the Armenians fn Tur- 
key, who were rendered destitute and home- 


less as a result of the recent reactionary’ 


movement launched against the Young Turks 
by the ex-sultan, was made by prominent 
speakers last night at a massmeeting in 
Orchestra hall. The meeting was called 
by the church federation council of Chicago. 

Dr. Frank W. Gunsaulus, president of Ar- 
mour institute, delivered the principal ad- 
dress of the evening. He described the suf- 
ferings of the Armenians and the atrocities 
that had been committed by the Moham- 
medans in attempting to exterminate these 
people. 

“Turkey should be taught what England 
taught Spain in the days of Cromwell,” said 
the speaker. ‘‘ There was never a time in 
the history of that bloody monarchy when 
we of this country would like to send a navy 
over there as much as we do now. But for 
reasons of state we cannot do this. We can, 
however, send them money, medicine, and 
clothing and save them untold suffering.”’ 

Dr. Gunsaulus referred to Abdul Hamid, 
the dethroned Turkish ruler, as ‘ Abdul 
pD—<d." The Rev. A. N. Hitchcock spoke 
of the “Situation in Turkey’ ana said hé 
agreed with a certain cartoon which he had 
seen in a paper showing the ex-sultan as 
tied up In a sack and thrown in the river. 


Urge Protest by Government. 

A set of resolutions, a copy of which wil 
be sent to President Taft, were read and 
adopted by the meeting. The resolutions 
commended the president for sending ships 
to the Mediterranean for the protection of 
Americans and recommended that the de- 
partment of state remind the government 
of Turkey how “large and sacred are our 
interests in Turkey.” It also wae urged 
that the government protest against the 
atrocities in Turkey and express the desire 
that they be brought to a speedy end. 

“We ask no protection for the American 
missionary 48 a missionary,” stated the reso- 
lutions, “nor more for the American mis- 
sionary than for the American: merchant, 
and for each not_because he is a merchant 
or a missionary, but only be®tause he is an 
American, pursuing a lawful vocation within 
a nation whose treaties promise him protec- 
tion. And@ for the native Christian we ask 
nothing because he is a Christian, but only 
that which belongs to him as a man 

‘¢In common with the people of Armenia in 
general, we look with great confidence to the 
new constitutional government of Turkey, 
and are glad that already measures have 
been begun which we hope may not end till 
all peoples resident within the Turkish em- 
pire, irrespective of race or religion, shall 
enjoy the liberties accorded by civilized na- 
tions throughout the world.” 


Criticises Consular Agent. 

A letter was also read at the meeting from 
a woman missionary from Chicago, describ- 
ing the horrors of the Turkish reactionary 
movement and severely criticising a consular 
agent for *‘ not raising a finger” in behalf 
of the Americans in the city of Adana. 

A committee consisting of the Rev. William 
T McElveen; pastor of the First Congrega- 
tional church of Evanston, Rabbi Tobias 
Schanfarber and J. H. Chandler, western 
representative of the Congregationalist, was 
appointed to select a larger committee of 
business men who will solicit money from 
the business houses of Chicago. 

President Judson ofthe University of Chi- 
cago, who is a member of the codperating 
citizens’ committee of the Church Federation 
council, delivered a brief address explaining 
the work of the federation. The audience 
donated about $500 to the Armenian suffer-

Again, there aré many honest artisans 
living in the same section, and it would be 
disastrous to the morals of their children to 
allow people of knowWh vicious tendencies to 
gather eround them. It would be equally 
preposterous for me to say that vice could 
be confined within a narrow section. As a 
matter of fact, I could not make such a state- 
ment without authority—and I haven't the 
authority. 

“T will, however, stop any tendency of the 
vicious element to encroach on the respecta- 
ble residence district east of Olark street. 
There are, I understand, a few undesirables 
who have recently moved over the line, They 
will be requested to take a back track. This 
is as far as I can go in that direction. I 
ean and will make North Clark street a main 
thoroughfare, where people can walk with- 
out being molested. 


Control, Not Extermination. 

‘Tt is not a question of driving women of 
the underworld into other sections or into 
the lake, but how to control them and keep 
them under surveillance.

The comment on the poss#bility of increased 
service in the business district without the 
construction of subways follows: 

‘The density of traffic congestion is con- 
etantly increasing and extending over longer 
periods both morning and evening. The re- 
sult is that the time required to go to and 
from work is increasing—which constantiy 
lengthens the working day. 


Interruptions Cut Down Traffic. 

‘Not only is the rapid growth of the city 
leading to this résult, but, as the congestion 
in the streets in the business district in- 
creases, the interruption to surface traffic 
is leading to a smaller capacity for carrying 
passengers on surface lines. he present 
actual maximum traftic per hour on surface 
lines entering the business district is but 62 
per cent of what it was estimated to be seven 
years ago, notwithstanding that extensive 
improvements since have been made and that 
the total annual surface line traffic has. in- 
creased 30 per cent. 

“The capacity of the elevated lines as it 
relates to traffic into and out of the business 
district is limited to the capacity of the ele- 
vated loop. The capacity of the elevated loop 
has been reached and can only be slightly in- 
creased by physical changes and revised 
methods of operation. Stub terminals, while 
adding to the capacity of elevated lines, serve 
only those whose destinations are near the 
terminals. 

The existing main jines of transportation 
have reached their ultimate practical capac- 
ity for carrying paseengers. 

“An inerease of 100 per cent in the carry- 
ing capacity of the existing lines of local 
transportation facilities still would leave a 
period of congestion in the morning and 
evening traffic.” - 

The last section of the report is given up 
to suggestions of an architecturally artistic 
nature for the construction of street en- 
trances, stairways, and station platforms for 
the subways. They are not meant as prac- 
tical plans, but ae suggestions of the possibil- 
ities of making the different parts of the 
bores extremely attractive.

WILL LOOK IN PAWNSHOPS. 


Hunt for Record of Missing Article to 
Be Next Move. 


The first tangible basis upon which to work 
out the responsibility for the shooting of Dr. 
John T. Binkley 8r., wno was found dead in 
the Wellington hotel last Wednesday, was 
secured by Coroner Peter M. Hoffman and 
Capt, P. D. O’Brien of the detective bureau 
yesterday. It came from the detectives 
working on the case in Evansville, ind., 


- where the Binkley family lives and was in 


the form of a numerical description of the 
watch carried by the aged man and whica 
was not found in the hotel. . 

The description, as secured by Detectives 
Scrivner and O’Mara from Albert G. Kiein- 
lein, an Evansville jeweler who had known 
Dr. Binkley Sr. for several years, stated 
that the watch was an open face gold filled 
fifteen jewel No. 12 Waltham. The number 
of the movement was 10,171,212, and of the 
case, 1,424, 

Detectives will be sent out today by Capt. 
O'Brien with inetructions to seek in the 
pawnshops for a watch answering the de- 
scription given by Kleinlein. Both the cap- 
tain and the coroner are agreed that if the 
watch is found pawned the theory of mur 
der will be clinched and that in all proba- 
bility a description of the pawner that may 
lead to the arrest of the murderer will be 
obtained. 

The jeweler who furnished the information 
about the watch said Dr. Binkley Sr. was 
in his shop almost every day for the last 
four or five years and that he was always 
in a jolly frame of mind. He said he never 


paw Dr. Binkley out of humor or despond- 


ent. The detectives went from Evansville to 
Shawneetown, Ill., Dr. Binkley’s old home, to 
see what they could find out there. ‘ 


Hunt Kept Up Here. 

In Chicago the search for clews In the 
Binkley mystery continued without abate- 
ment. The single “ suspect" under arrest 
in the Binkley connection—Clarence Newton, 
21 years ol4, supplied with severai aliases 
and a magazine revolver—confessed to Lieut. 
Mooney &t the Kensington police station, it 
is said, that he had committed burglary in 
Ashville, O., and had stolen a horse and 
buggy in Ohio. He maintained resolutely, 
however, that he had nothing to do with the 
Binkley killing. 

The Ohio authorities were communicated 


sheriff is coming to Chicago to claim Newton 
as his prisoner. Unless evidence that he was 
connected with the Wellington hotel affair 
is forthcoming, the man will be sent back to 
Ohio for trial on the charges against him 
there. 

“ There is nothing so far to connect New- 
ton with the Binkley case, so far as I have 
been informed,” said Capt. P. D. O’Brien of 
the detective bureau. “ Neither have we any 
evidence against anybody else."’ 


Hoffman Waits for Reports. 

Coroner Hoffman spent the day in close 
proximity to his telephone in his residence 
at esplaines. Ata late hour last night noth- 
ing had been heard from him to justify any 
moves in the case. : 

“Tam anxious to find out about that watch 
of the dead doctor’s,’’ said the coroner, who 
ls strong in the belief that Dr. Binkley was 
murdered. ‘If the absence of the watch can 
be accounted for satisfactorily, the suicide 
theory will look stronger. However, it is 
peculiar that the revolver found has not been 
identified.”

In 1878, with Frank McLoughlin, he estab- 
Bshed the Philadelphia Times, with a capital 
of $50,000, and in less than ten years the prop- 
erty was worth more than $1,000,000. Col. 
McClure retired from active journalism in 
In 1903 he was made prothonotary of 
the Pennsylvania Supreme court.

Neither the president nor Secre- 
tary Ballinger intends to take any hasty ac- 
tion with’ respect either to the withdrawal 
or to throwing open to settlement of reserva- 
tions, but to consider first the effect upon 
the interests of the present and future gen- 
erations. This policy will be~productive, it 
is hoped, of a good feeling between the fed- 
eral government and those communities ¥i- 
tally concerned in all questions affecting the 
public domain.

He will also advocate the classification of 
agricultural land, pasture land, and timber 
land, and will urge a repeal of what are 
known as mineral land acts and timber and 
stone acts. 

Both of thege acts have been convenient 
vehicles by which a great buix of valuable 
timber land not now itn the national forests 
has during past years gone Into the hands of 
largo mining and timber companies. 

He will also urge the enactment of a com- 
prehensive range law, which will bring under 
departmental supervision and regulation the 
vacarmt grazing areas. Much of the remain- 
ing public lands are semi-arid or desert in 
character and cannot be artificially irrigated. 
At present there is no law regulating the use 
or disposition of these lands. 

As Secretary Ballinger has pointed out, 
this condition has delivered the public range 
over to those powerful enough to appropriate 
and hold it against weaker claimants. Phys- 
ical force in controlling the range is only one 
abuse. A far greater one is a monopolization 
of pools, springs, and streams to which gras- 
ing herds and flocks must resort for water 
and the acquisition of strips of pasture land 
to which a title was acquired obviously to 
prevent the access by others.

Indiana Sends Down for Water. 
It was reported that the Indiana had been 
disqualified’ by its pilot descending to the 
earth for water. and then proceeding on the 
journey, “but a late message received from 
Fisher, the pilot, says:

If the balloons still competing in the na- 
tional contest now on continue due south they 
will have to land near Pensacola, which is 
about 675 miles from Indianapolis, and there- 
fore they would have no chance of beating 
the record. If, however, they strike a ctr- 
rent that carries them southeast into Flor- 
ida or southwest into Mexico they can get 


a new record. 


ALL ABOARD FOR REAL AIR LINE. 
PARIS, June 6.—The French Aerial league 
has perfected plans for lines of dirigible bal- 
loons from Paris respectively to Naney, 
Lyons, Pau, and Rouen. Five dirigibles will 
be employed in this service. All will becapa- 
ble of an average speed of thirty-one miles 
an hour. 

One dirigible, named the Ville-Nancy, has 
been constructed and the Paris-Nancy line, 
with a daily service in good weather, will be 
inaugurated in September. In this service 
stops will be made at Meaux and Rheims.

U. S. TRADE TO CANADA GAINS. 


Statistics Show That Dominion’s Im- 
ports from Great Britain De- 
cline, However. 


Washington. D. C., June 6—Merchandise 
from the United States forms a steadily in- 
creasing share of the imports of Canada, as 
shown by figures from Canadian official pub- 
lications just received by the bureau of sta- 
tistics of the department of commerce and 
labor. Furthermore, Canada’s imports from 
Great Britain have declined during . their 
period of increase from this country. 

Whereas imports from the Unfted States 
to Canada increased from 8.08 per cent 
of the total importations of Canada in 1869 
to 60.4 per cent of the fiscal year ending on 
March 81, 1909, the imports from Great 
Britain have decreased during the same 
perigd from 56.2 per cent to 23.69 per cent. 

Two-thirds of Canada’s imports are manu- 
factured, amounting in 1907, the last year for 
which statistics are available, to $166,000.000. 
Of this amount $89,000,000 worth, 58 per cent 
of the total, were from the United States, and 
only $54,000,000, or 83 per cent, from Great 
Britain. Merchandise entering Canada from 
the united kingdom and most of the British 
colonies is admitted at rates materially be- 
low those of the genera! tariff paid by mer- 
chandise from the United States.

The hand was 
gashed severely in an automobile accident 
two days ago and a surgeon dressed the 
wound just before the young man called on 
Miss Bloomingdale. Villette was dead be- 
fore a doctor had time to reach the house.

The young woman, 
however, denied this. Villette wrecked the 
room. He tore every picture off the wall, 
kicked hig foot through them, and smashed 
the frames on the floor. 

Fights Fiancee; Drops Unconscious. 

Miss Bloomingdale screamed for help and 
the man caught her ty the throat and threw 
her in a corner. The bandage on his hand 
was torn off and Villette smeared his face 
with thick salve. He was stili violent when 
‘suddenly he dropped to the floor, writhing in 
agony. He shouted in terror. 

A policeman entered the room. Villette 
was drawn with his head almost touching 
his knees. He soon lost consciousness and in 
& couple of minutes wees dead, with his flancée 
standing over him wringing her hands and 
crying his name in hopeless grief. 

Villette was 2 years old and was connect- 
ed with the International Silver company in 
Meriden, Heé«went to the Yale-Princeton 
baseball: game in New Haven Saturday, in- 
tending to return to his home last night. 

Miss Bloomingdale had planned to meet 
him’ in his parents’ home in Colony street, 
Meriden, this afternoon. His injured hand, 
however, began to swell, and he came here 
for special treatment.

FRANCO-ITALIAN WAR PARADE. 


Fifty Thousand Marchers Commemo- 
rate Event—Socialists Beaten and 


Flag Destroyed. rs 


MILAN, June 6—The duke of Genoa, ad- 
miral of the Italian fleet, and a special mis- 
sion from the French army took part today 
in the commemoration of the Franco-Italiah 
war with Austria in 1859, whereby Milan and 
Lombardy were freed. 

Fifty thousand persons, with flags and 
bands, paraded the streets and laid wreaths 
on the Garibaldi monument, and later gath- 
ered in and about the hippodrome to hear the 
singing of national airs by a chorus of 700 
in which the people joined. 

During the procession the Association of 
Young Socialists lowered their flag while 
passing the monument to Victor Emmanuel, 
intending this as a protest against monarchy. 
Instantly the crowd which was watching the 
procession set upon the Socialists and tore

CHOLERA VICTIMS, 21 IN 2 DAYS. 


Epidemic Is Feared in St. Petersburg, 
with No Funds to Fight It and 
Water Polluted. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 6.—St. Peters- 
purg is on the eve of a new and serious epi- 
demic of cholera, according to the published 
views of the chief sanitary physician of the 
city, Dr. Ivanoff. 

Twelve cases a yesterday, and nine 
today, are sprea@ in practically all quarters, 
indicating that the infection is-general. 

The sanitary commission, without funds, 
is unable to take many precautionary meas- 
ures. The water supply admittedly is con- 
taminated, 15 per cent of it being unfiltered. 
The epidemic is especially dangerous to new- 
comers.

So says Dean John O. Reed of 
the University of Michigan. 

j Fraternities are a good thing. So says 
Dean Thomas Arkle Clark of the University 
of Illinois. 

By an unusual coincidence there has ap- 
ed in the current number of the Alumni 
Quarterly of the University of Illinois a 
comprehensive anewer to the bitter indict- 
ment of fraternities formulated by Dean 
Reed in a lecture delivered in Chicago last 
Thursday night. In his talk, which created 
astir among the students, faculty and alumni 
pf @ score of colleges, Dean Reed accused 
the fraternities of fostering immorality, 
drunkenness, crime, and pod? scholarship, 
expatiating on each disagreeable feature. 
Dean Clark's article takes the exactly op- 
posite position, affirming that at the state 
University of Illinois, at least, fraternities 
are a powerful influence for good, benefiting 
both the school and the individuals who be- 
long to them. He also gives a wealth of 
details in his discussion, taking up in turn 
the objections to fraternities made by his 
brother from Michigan. 


Experience at Illinois University. 

Dean Clark admits that his experience has 
been limited to one school, but thinks it has 
been comprehensive there. He entered the 
University of Illinois as a student in 1x5. 
when fraternities were tabooed and each 
freshman had to pledge himself not to join 
one. He has been with the school ever since 
and is said to have mede the personal ac- 
quaintance of every one of the thousands 
of students who have attended the school 
since he became dean of uncergraduates. 
There are now sixteen fraternities and a 
dozen clubs at the university with a member- 
ship of over 600. 

“I believe fraternities at the University of 
Illinois have justified themselves,” he says. 
“The men at the head of them are always 
reasonable and open to suggestion. Their 
relation with my own office is always frank 
and helpful. I believe that though there 
are some things about the organizations that 
{I would wish eliminated, these are relatively 
slight or unimportant. In. the main the fra- 
ternity is an organization that makes for 
warm friendships, social training, good 
scholarship, and high ideals. 

“The internal organization of the frater- 
nities is commendable. There are in each 
one upper classmen who take seriously the 
obligation to look after the younger men. 
to see that order and discipline are maintained 
and that standards of scholarship are upheld.

FINDS SIGN OF IMMORTALITY 


Tells Northwestern Graduates Life 
Itself Ix Best Proof. 


That the discoveries of modern science con- 
firm, rather than destroy, the reasonableness 
of a belief in immortality was the message 
which the graduates from Northwestern 
university received in their baccalaureate 
sermon yesterday from the Rev. Henry Stiles 
Bradley, pastor of St. John’s Methodist 
church of St. Louis, Mo.

Each organization has a sensible and detinite 
set of house rules, which it seriously attempts ;

Co-operate with the Faculty. 


“In their relations with the university 

authorities 1 have always found the fra- | 
ternity men entirely willing to come half 
way. As a college disciplinary officer I long 
ago found that men in a fraternity are much 
more easily gotten at and mote easily infiu- 
enced than similar men outside. The reason 
is apparent. If a man is in an organization 
it is not only possible to get at him person- 
ally but one may enlist as helpers all the 
other men in the organization, 

‘I am often asked about the morals of 
fraternity men. From my experience I 
should say that a young man at the Unti- 
versity of Illinois is often safer morally if 
he goes into a fraternity«than he otherwise 
would be. In the fraternity it is the upper 
classmen, the older men, who rule, and I 
do not know of a single organization which 
does not contain steady, reliable, high prin- 
cipled seniors and juniors whose influence 
over the freshmen is salutary. On the whole 
I consider the moral tone of the fraternities 
somewhat above the average of that of the 
general student body. 

“The scholarship of fraternity men with 
us is about average. It is hardly reasonable 
to expect that it should be more than that. 
The interests of the fraternity man are 
more numerous and the calls upon his time 
more frequent than those of his nonfraternity 
brother. He is often in athletics; he leads 
a more’ active social life; he is more frequent- 
ly in politick; and is generally identified with 
every college activity. The time given to 
these things must bring down the average of

Dean Clark points out the entire absence 
of friction between members and nonmem- 
bers of fraternities “at Illinois’’ and 
quotes ‘‘ the most active leader in college,’ a 
nonfraternity man, as saying that the fra- 
ternity men are more democratic than the 
Bonfraternity men.

‘‘ Even more improbable than all this is the | 
fact of reproduction. Within a tiny micro- 
scopic cell is stored up all that goes to make 
a man, not only the arms and legs and eyes, 
but even the mental! characteristics of his an- 
cestors. 

“That such an intangible thing as a trait 
of character should withstand the shock of 
death and be transmitted over so slight a 
bridge is ludicrously improbable. But it ex- 
ists.” 

The speaker drew a vivid picture of the 
metamorphosis of the caterpillar.into the 
butterfly, pointing out that in the caterpillar 
or the chrysalis there is no foreshadowing 
of the brilliant insect, nor in the latter any 
trace of the lower forms of life from which 
it sprung. To believe in the immortality of 
the soul. he said, was no more unreasonable 
than to believe in such a transformation as 
that of the caterpillar.

"|| HEAD OF CORNELL | 
DEFENDS SCHOOLS 


Declares Criticisms Don’t Ap- 
ply to Colleges and Univer- 
sities in General. 


NEWER ONES ALL RIGHT. 


Doesn’t Blame Educators for 
Complaining Because Students 
Seek Style Only. 


Ithaca, N. Y., June 6.—-[Special.J—In de- 
fense of American universities against re- 
eent criticisms, Dr. J. G. Schurman, presi- 
dent of Cornell university, today replied to 
President Woodrow Wilson of Princeton. 

Dr. Schurman was giving a farewell ad- 
dress to the senior class. He pointed out 
that there was a wide difference between 
the old eastern universities and those in- 
stitutions founded in the last forty years. 

‘“T make no attempt to determine wheth- 
er these educators truly describe the con- 
ditions at their universities,’’ said Dr. Schur- 
man, “‘but certain I am that their descrip- 
tions wholly misrepresent the Conditions that 
prevail at American universities and =“ 
in general. 


Universities in Two dpinetiin 
“ Universities fall in two groups, the older 
universities of New England and New Jer- 
sey, and the new universities founded by the 
Morrill land grant of 1862, and extending 
from Cornell to Wisconsin, from Wisconsin 
to Nebraska, and from Nebraska to Califor- 
nia. The growth of the latter institutions is 
one of the most remarkable things in the his- 
tory of higher education in America in the 
last twenty years. 
“I assert that the conditions which have 


presidents of older universities do not exist 
in these universities. 

“The older New England and New Jersey 
universities are venerable institutions and 
consequently enjoy the prestige ofage. They 
possess a social attractiveness which secures 
for them the sons of parents who desire for 
their children not so much intellectual train- 
ing as sccial advantages. 

Some Go to School for Style. 
“ A considerable number of young men at- 
tend university not for the sake of the edu- 
cation it offers but for the social certificate 
which enrollment confers. 

“ The president of such a university, watch- 
ing “his young barbarians all at play,’ may 
be pardoned for thinking tTat among all 
American colleges and universities the times 
are out of joint.

Think of the stake at which faith 
has slaughtered the martyrs of free thought, 
of thé dungeons in Which the free’volce has 
been silenced.” 

He declared that it is not the Church of 
-Rome alone.that is at war with science. 

*“*Much-moreé dangerous,’’ he said, “ is the 
subterranean warfare which is carried on 
by Protestant orthodoxy against free sci- 
ence. “Protestant orthodoxy does. not have a 
single school of learning today—certainly not 
a theological seminary—in-which science is 
free. Either the orthodoxy, or the scienge, 
or the freedom is semblance. 


Religion Made a Fetter. 

The point is that this opposition - to 
science is carried on in the name of religion. 
Religion is made an instrument of control, 
it tethers thought to 
the post of the church. It holds up a col- 
ored glass before the eyes so that they may 
not see life as life is in reality. 

“A new life. a new civilization, begins 
with the people when the freedom of science 
begins. We are like children whose father 
closes no door of the home against them. ‘It 
is our house, our patrimony, our home. 
Knowledge is but the right of our citizenship 
in the world, the sign that we are not aliens 
here. It is in knowledge that the innermost, 
most spiritual Nfe of the world becomes our 
own, is wedded to our spirit, enriches us 
with the value of our own eternity. Torobuas 
of the freedom of science is to mutilate our 
revelation itself. 

“How strange—what men have written, 
what men call their bible, their catechism— 
that is revelation, but what God himself has 
written in the hieroglyphics of the earth, fn 
the flaming scriptures of the stars, in the 
round ocean of the mind of man—that is no 
revelation.’’ 


TELLS HOW TO BECOME RICH. 


Pastor Hopkins Imparts to His Congre- 
gation Information Derived from the 
Reminiscences of J. D. Rockefeller. 


Visions of easily “acquired wealth were 
shown to, the congregation of Pilgrim Qon- 
gsregational ¢ghurch last evening by its pas- 
tor, the Rev. F. E. Hopkins. No originality 
for the advice was claimed by the pastor. 
He admitted getting it from John D. Rocke- 
feller’s book. 

“Get some business:-that is worth while 
and work it to the Mmit,” he said. ‘‘ When 
you strike oil you never know whether it 
is a puddle or a lake. But there is where 
your pluck comes in. It requires it to be- 
lieve there is a lake. Do it. The rich men 
of this country are nervy instead of nervous. 
Then make friends. 

** Beside all, if you would get rich be shrewd. 
If you are going to build half a dozen of the 
biggest boats on Lake Michigan it is not 
necessary to tell anybody you are going to 
build more than one. So get the fellows who 
want your money to bid against themselves 
and you will reap the benefit. This is shrewd- 
ness. Mr. Rockefeller believes there never 
were as Many great opportunities as now.’’ 


CHICAGO’S HEALTH IS ROBUST. 


City Health Department Weekly Bulle- 
tin Shows Lives of Many In- 
fants Have Been Saved. 


Chicago’s health is of the robust variety 
this year, according to the city health de- 
partment’s weekly bulletin issued last night. 

“Chicago has been healthier this year 
than last and more than 5 per cent better 
than the average of the last ten years,”’ said 
the bulletin. 

“The saving of lives during the current 
year has been entirely among children under 
five years of age, there being 274 fewer 
deaths at this age. period than in the corre- 
sponding period of a yvearago. Of this savy- 
ing 97.6 per cent, or 267, was among infants 
under one year of age. 

“At all other age periods there was an in- 
creased number of deaths.”’

Psycholegists, Physicians, Judges, 
Lawyers, and Police Offi- 
cials to Attend. 


Small in size and short in time but vast 
in possibilities will be the national conference 
on crim law and criminology which will 
convene this morning in the University build- 
ing, Lake and Dearborn streets, in com- 
memoration of the fiftieth anniversary of the 
founding of Northwestern University School 
of Law. 

Such a congress is unprecedented in Amet 
ican history. Physicians have'met to con- 
sider crime from a medical viewpoint. Prison 

ardens have considered it from their point 
of. view. Police officials have discussed it 
as it appeared to their profession. Law- 
yers have talked and worked for reforms; 
but always as lawyers. 

The idea of the present conference, as ex- 
pressed by Dean John H. Wigmore and Prof. 
Roscoe Pound of Northwestern University 
Schoo] of Law, the leaders in the movement, 
is to bring together all these varying inter- 
ests to formulate propositions for reform 
in methods of dealing with crime and crimi- 
nals. , 

There were found, therefore, In the con- 
ference headquarters at the University club 
last night criminologists, prosecuting offi- 
cers, judges, physicians, police officials, so- 
clologists, lawyers, psychologists, and penol- 
ogists. “About 100 delegates registered dur- 
ing the evening from every part of the United 
States. 


Plan of the Conference. 


A the conference the delegates will be di- 


vided into three sections which will consider: 
Treatment, penal and remedial, of offenders; 
organization, training and appointment of 
officials, and criminal law and procedure, 
respectively. These sections will each subdl- 
vide into committees for discussion of par- 
ticular topics. The conclusions arrived at 
by these select coteries of specialists will 
be presented at a meeting of the whole con- 
ference tomorrow afternoon. There will be 
no set speeches in the committees. 

All meetings will be private, only delegates 
and invited guests being admitted. This 
morning the conference will be opened for- 
mally by Gov. Deneen.. Committees will meet 
this afternoon, this evening, and tomorrow 
morning. The conference will close with an 
open meeting and dinner at the University 
club tomorrow evening. 

‘* Although the idea of this conference is 
new to the United States, it has been put to 
practical use in Europe, where the Interna- 
tional Criminologists’ union, composed of 
representatives of all the sciences that af- 
fect man, has annual meetings,’ said Dean 
Wigmore. “It is probable that this con- 
ference will result in the formation of a sim- 
ilar national society with branches in every 
state. 

Importance of the Meeting. 

“It is now fully realized that all that af- 
fects men affects crime, and that not only 
law but all the contributory sciences must be 
called into conference for its treatment. We 
can never, for instance, satisfactorily settle 
the problem of expert testimony until the

A CANADIAN NAVY. 


It is reported ‘that Canada is to bave 4 
genuine navy, It will not copy the Ats- 
tralian example and give the 
country a Dreadnought, but will build 


the British fleet in the event of war. 
This would be about the only use which 
could be made of a Canadian navy." The 
dominion will have no wars of its own 
as long as the British connection is un- 
broken. Its ercial interests are ef- 
| fectively protected by the British navy 
and would not be advanced by putting 
Canadian cruisers in commission. They 
might ‘be brought into play when. cele- 
brations were being held at Quebec, Hali- 
fax, or Montreal, but most of the time it 
would be hard, to know what to do with 


Canadian expenditures. 


Whether the Canadian squadron would 
be of material service to Great Britain 
under any circumstances is questionable. 
The only war which Canadians and Eng- 
lishmen think of is one with Germany. 
What Englishmen are most apprehensive 
of is a sudden, smashing, German attack, 
which would not give time to call in aux- 


iliaries from this side of the Atlantic. 
And even if there were time, whatever 
sea fights there might be probably would 
be affairs of Dreadnoughts rather than of 
cruisers. Therefore the British admiralty 
may not be so much impressed by the 
Canadian project.as the | British: ship- 
building firms. The patriotic Canadians 
have decided that the cruisers shal] be 
built by them. These orders and those 
given by the British government for the 
construction of Dreadnoughts should keep 
the British shipyards busy, though other 
industries may languish. 


No one will question the right of Cap- 
ada to have a navy if Great Britain shall 
have no objection, and there is no reason 
to suppose it will. The expediency of the 
project may well be questioned. The re- 
sources of the dominion are limited. 
There are many internal improvement 
projects on which money: could be ex- 
pended to much more purpose than a 
navy. A Georgian bay ship canal would 
be of more service to Canada. If it 
cheapened wheat in England by reducing 
the cost of transportation of Canadian 
grain, Englishmen would receive a great- 
er benefit than they would from a few 
cruisers. 


Canada needs no navy for Its own prv- 
tection on the Atlantic or Pacific coast. 
No nation which was at war with Great 
Britain would be likely to) attack it, for 
nothing would be gained by it. The Can- 
adian policy should be to keep out of 
European complications and wars, shun 
militarism, and develop its vast natura} 
resources, 


THE FUTURE OF PITTSBURG. 

Mr, Henry C. Frick says the death 
knell of Pittsburg was go0unded when 
Gary came into being. ‘Phe new city is 
in his opinion to be the steel center of 
the country. He looks forward sadly to 
the day when vast steel interests will be 
something unknown to Pittsburg. He 
even goes so far as to say that the city 
is dogmed as an industrial center unless 
the moneyed men get together and save 
it. , 

“As far as the manufacture of steel is 
concerned, Mr. Frick unquestionably is in 
the right. The:great seat of that indus- 
try. must be where the raw materials— 
the iron ore, coke, and limestone—can be 
assembled at the least cost, and where 
the facilities for the distribution of the 
finished material leave nothing to be de- 
sired. The prime advantage of South 
Chicago or of Gary is that ore can be 
put down there at less cost|than at Pitts- 
burg. The steel men of teat city have 
done much and are doing more to reduce 
the cost of transportation of ore to their 
furnaces, but they cannot bring it down 
low enough to permit them to compete 
successfully in the long run with their 
rivals on the lakes. 

But while gradually the scepter will de- 
part from Judab, as far ag steel making 
is concerned, in all probability other and 
more profitable industries: will take its 
place. 
steel city if its hosts of industrious and 
skilled artisans were to take the raw steel 
shipped there from points where it could 
be, made at less cOst and convert it inte 
tools and impleme@s of 4ll kinds.

And 
there is every reason for thinking that 
the motorcycle has come to stay as a 
machine for pleasure and business alike. 


THE BEST EXPLANATION. 

Collier’s Weekly, commenting briefly on 
the closing of two American theaters in 
which German plays were produced, saya 
there is at least one explanation which is 
true. It is that Germans who emigrate 
to the United States usually have soins 
knowledge of the English language aud 
‘American lifes ~and. before long™ speak 
Pnglish with. fluency and adopt American 
customs. In the opinion of Collier’s 
Weekly the closing of German theaters 
grows from the same causes which make 
of German immigrants such excellent 
American citizens. 

There is another and a truer explana- 
tion. It is the wonderful industrial 
growth of Germany. The country which 
once gave the United States so many ex- 


‘cellent citizens. gives ft only a few now. 


Between 1901 and 1907 there came only 
n quarter of a million instead of the mil- 
lion or more who would have come if 
there had not, been:such an incessant de- 
mand for labor in Germany. That is why 
the United States cannot draw on Ger- 
many for trained artisans, sturdy farmers, 
and professional men to the extent it once 
did. 

If the tide of German immigration had 
kept up German plays would still be giveu 
4in many American cities, Chicago in- 
cluded, and the audiences would be large. 
As Collier’s Weekly says, many children 
born here of people who came from the 
fatherland can neither read nor talk the 
language of their parents. The German 
theater does not appeal to them. It has 
to depend fer its support on immigrants 
reared in Germany, and they, unfortu- 
nately, are coming only in small numbers, 


THE COCAINE HABIT. 

Not until this late day has the danger- 
ous nature of the cocaine habit been fully 
reeognized in New York City. The rapid- 
ly increasing number of users of the drug 
has at last attracted the attention of the 
police. Aided by a new state law they 
are about to begin an active campaign 
against the men who sell the stuff. hi- 


_ecago became aware of the existence of the. 


cocaine evil several years ago and began 
fighting it. Much has been accomplished, 
though not all that could be desired. .The 
men who carried on a nefarious traffic 
have been driven ,out of.it or driven into 
holes and corners. Unremitting vigilance 
on the part of the authorities will ufti- 
mately put them all out of business, 
“The American Health league does not 
believe that local activity can guppress 
a pernicious traffic, and it has sought to 
enlist the taxing power of the national 
government in the war against cocaine. 
It would have a duty of $1.26 an ounce 
imposed on imported cocaine and an in- 
ternal revenue tax on the home made 
article. The present duty is 25 per eent 
ad valorem. The American wholesale 
houses which handle the dtug refuse to 
sell it to retailers except in small quan- 
tities unless satisfied that a legitimate use 
is to be made of it. Unscrupulous retail- 
ers, however, can get what they need in 
other quarters. |

the drug more’ expensive. |That should 
tend to lessen its impraper lise, although 
opium smoking persists in spite of high 
duties. : There has been | considerable 
smuggling because of the duties. Per- 
haps that would be true as to cocaine, If

ties of blood,

Almost simultaneously with the decree 
granted by Justice James Sumner Gerard 
in the New York courts for the divorce of the 
handsome daughter of Morris G. Menges, 
the Sheepshead Bay real estate dealer, from 
Lord Arthur Hill's only son, Maj.

He attributed his financial! difficul- 
ties to the fact that, whereas his pay asa 
captain of the Warwickshire regiment and 
hig allowance from his parents yielded him 
an income of less than $3,000 annually, he had

in the house of commons, and who was presi- 
dent for a time of the Walsingham club in’ 
Lonition, until it came to grief three years 
ago, is in the line of succession to the mar- 
quisate of Downshire and to the extensive en- 
tailed property appertaining thereto. The 
present Lord Downshife, his cousin, has @ 
couple of -boys, 4 and 14 years old, respec- 
tively. “After these tontes Maj. Hill’s father, 
Lora Arthur Hill, of whom, as mentioned 
above, ‘he is the only son. 

Lord Arthur, who is a conspicuous figure 
in Lendon life, in politics, and at court, and 
who was for several years controller to the 
household of the late Queen Victoria, was 
the guardian of his nephew, the present Lord 
Downshire, during the latter's long minority, 
and administered his ward's*property so 
splendidly that, although the late marquis 
left his affairs in a most chaotic and embar- 
rassed condition, the present Lord Down- 
shire on attaininghis majority found himself 
not only with his estates free from all in- 
curmbrances but likewise in possession of a 
large sum of ready mone x. ’ 

Lord Downshire divorced his first wife, an 
exceedingly pretty woman, who is now the 
wife of Col. Joseph F. Laycock of yachting 
celebrity, and has since-contracted another 
marriage with the daughter of Edmund B. 
Foster. The first Lord Downshire was the 
statesman who as secretary for the colonies 
in the middle of the eighteenth century was 
responsible for the provocation of the revolu- 
tionary ri#*ng of the American dependencies 
of the British crown, which culminated in the 
war of independence and in the birth of the 
United States. The ex-Mrs. Arthur Hill, be- 
fore .marrying the major, became the wife 
of young Halsey Corwin, from whom she se- 
cured a divorce when he got towards the end 
of the $800,000 which he had inherited from 
his father. Her union to Maj. Hill was of 
short duration, not longer indeed than a few 
weeks. 

> 


Quite a controversy is in progress among 
the various great powers of Europe on the 
subject of the new title of King Ferdinand. 
He wishes to be known as “ King of the Bul- 
garians.’’ Kut this is vigorously opposed not 
only by the porte but also by Russia, by 
Greece, and by Servia. The objection is due 
to the fact that, whereas the title *‘ King 
of Bulgaria’ implies rulership over the ter- 
ritory comprised within the Bulgarian fron- 
tiers, the style ‘* King of the Bulgarians ” 
indicates a pretension to sovereignty over all 
Bulgarians living beyond the borders of Bul- 
garia. } 

Bulgarians swarm in all the provinces 
of European Turkey, particularly in Mace- 
donia, and there are likewise a large number 
of them in Greece and in Servia, as well as in 
the’southern provinces of Russia, and Ferdi- 
nand’s claims are regarded as an encourage- 
mént to these Bulgarians outside of his do- 
minions to revolt in his favor and to resist 
the authority of the government under whose 
flag they are now living. 

It is interesting to recall that a similar con- 
troversy arose when Greece acquired her in- 
dependence. Her people wished their sover- 
¢ign to bear the style of “King of the Greeks.” 
But this was successfully opposed by the 
porte, on the ground thet there were more 
Greeks living in Turkey than in Greece itself. 
Finally a compromise was effected by means 
of which Greece’s monarch was styled ‘‘ King 
of the Helenes,’’ a designation which, accord- 
ing to the Turks, implies sovereignty over 
only the Greeks of the kingdom,

If Richard Carle can reshape the show he 
offered at the Colonial last night under the 
name of the “ Hurdy Gurdy Girl ” into a suc- 
cess, then he will show himself one of the 
master wizards of the theater world. He 
may be able to do it, but if so, he should 
hasten, for a few evenings of such boredom 
as was the one spent by the audience last 
night will make the saving of the piece and 
the engagement impossible. 

When Mr. Carle himself and his “ funny 
woman” stand on the stage and indulge in 
a succession of some half dozen bits of 
repartee which are supposed to be funny, and 
the audience does not even so mueéh as smile 
—every one of the jokes falling upon a silence 
that is painful—it certainly is time that some 
rapid rewriting and reshaping of the enter- 
tainment should be undertaken. 

As the “ Hurdy, Gurdy Girl” wae pre- 
sented last evening, it is a plotless, meaning- 
less show, unbrokenly monotonous and in- 
effective, and filled with lines and stage busi- 
ness that when they are not tedious are com- 
mon and coarse—not piquant or witty but 
just common. It is the slowest show andthe 
least snappy of any that have been seen here 
in a long, long time and even the wild hand 
clappings of a few friends of the performers 
er eager first nighters did not lend the sem- 
blance of real success to the encores that 
were demanded. 

Mr. Carle himself had nothing new to offer 
in the way of fun making or jokes, and the 
material used throughout the piece from 
start to finish is familiar and old to the point 
of venerableness.

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AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. 


Whether fiction diluted history is worth 
while is a mooted question. But because 
some historical romances havé been great, 
others will continue to be written, tothe very 
end of time, perhaps. Sir Mortimer Durand, 
some time an English official in Persia, has 
chosen to put into the form of fiction the 
story of “* NADIR SHAH” (Dutton & Co.), 
a Turkoman soldier of fortune of the eight- 
eenth century, a contemporary of Géorge II. 
and possessor of the Keh-i-noor. Nadir Shah, 
he tells us, is regarded by the Persians of 
the present day as one of the greatest of their 
hationa] heroes. ‘ This book is an attempt 
to make his character and times more fa- 
miliar than they are to English readers.” 
One English reader at least weuld be per- 
fectly content not to know of such unparal- 
leled barbarity as is here pictured. 

The author took notes on the spot fer his 
description of Persian scenes, and has used 
the India office and other European sources, 
as well as Persian. in order to make his ro- 
mance as close to fact as possible. The illus- 
trations are mostly old prints from eight- 
eenth century sources. There is what might 
be called a love story here, between Nadir 
Shah and one of his numerous wives. Every 
ruler he conquered had to contribute sisters 
and others to Increase this supply. Much of 
the story is horrible. This,man who raises 
himself from outlawry to kinghood slays 
people by thousands, or subjects them to the 
most dreadful punishments imaginable. He 
blinds his own son, cuts off the ears of men 
as brave and able as himself, and subjects 
men to unimaginable infamy. His ax is ever 
in his hand and when he pronounces a decree 
nothing under heaven can move him. Those 
who attempt it rarely escape with thelr lives. 
though their cause be of the most just. If 
the sum of deaths in the book were computed 
it would reach millions. Nadir Shah wished 
to conquer the whole world. He did conquer 
India to the east, but was unsuccessful to 
the west, and never entered Constantinople. 
He thought it easy to be king, the difficulty 
was to become one. Once having arrived no 
man was more arbitrary. He was his own 
Nemesis and di@ by the hand of assassins 
because of the terrible hatreds he has 
aroused. The author tries to picture the 
softer side of his nature, but remembrance 
of this is blotted out by the hideous injustice’ 
of most of his acts. was a grand organ- 
izer, and had the keenest forethought. He 
controlled for years a wld soldiery guilty 
ef such acts as binding a poor, beggar they 
met on the way and cutting him to pieces to 
try the sharpness of their swords, with other 
equally or mare repugnant deeds. Such inci- 
dents as this characterize the whole book. 
tales of torment, of diabolical flerceness in 
dreadful tortures inflicted-on wretched and 
innocent pedple. Why should we care to 
bring these to light at this day? They are 
nauseatingly hideous.

“ MEXICAN TRAILS,” by Stanton Davis 
Kirkman (Putnam); is a glamourous book 
about this land of seeming. The secondary 
title, “A Record of Three Years in Mexico, 
1904—1907, and a Glimpse of the Life of the 
Mexican Indian,"’ with the title quite ade- 
quately suggests the experience here painted. 
The atmosphere of the country has been al- 
most too thoroughly assimilated for the good 
of the book. There is almost too much of the 
hypnosis of environment, the somnolence of 
men, the lotus eating. It is not exactly pleas- 
ant to be made lazy minded as one reads. 
Too much brooding is not good for the soul, 
especially when it is a brooding on physical 
aspects of ‘hature. ‘‘ Here the influences of 
colonial and medieval suggestions Inspire a 
reverie, such as one may fall into on a sum- 
mer's day to the music of droning bees.”” But 
much of such reverie is enervating. 

Mr. Kirkman says that “if you try to re- 
call some places you can bring @2 mind only 
a confused blur.’’ This is more or less char- 
acteristic of much of this book, although he 
does picture native customs and gives many 
smile bringing incidents. The methods of lo- 
comotion in Mexico are nothing if not varied, 
the religious life has a primitive and pictur- 
esque quality perhaps unequaled elsewhere, 
and ‘“‘ such is the force of Mexican individ- 
uality that, attenuated to the last degree, it 
is still potent. Like orfenta: iife, it never 
altogether loses itself, never becomes wholly 
merged in anything else. That indefinable 
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the “German exchange professor” at Ham 
vard university, is a little book that is of in 
terest for two special reasons: the one on 
account of the distinction of the subject; the 
other on account of the writer himself. The 
character study appears to have been written 
primarily «for a German periodical, whers,

Occasionally the statements manifest a cer- 
tain natural limitation of local information. 


The writer evinces unbounded admiration 
for the character and career of the great 
educator, of whom he is apt to speak in sim- 
ple superlatives. Among the best things in 
the book, however, are the striking quota- 
tions made from (President EBullot’s own 
words. The book is worth its price for this 
alone. Speaking of ‘lis incessant striving 
for the good, the mora! force he represents,” 
the German professor concludes with thig 
significant statement, that need lose none of 
ts pertinence in his owm country: “ Thug 
then, he himself stands forth before us ag 
one of those types which are the self-justificae 
tion of democracy in its ideal conception as 
that form of society in which the forces vol- 
untarily and of their own direction combine 
In mutual service and thus produce the liv- 
ing organism of society. Without federal 
or state office, he has been in national life 
wholly and only through the moral power 
which he represents. And perhaps this is 
the highest glory of America, that here. prob- 
ably more than anywhere, it is only the 
purely moral forces that gain the peoples 
confidence ad command success,”’

Max Pam, Chicagoan.

Crying Habit. 


There is nothing that 1s more distressing - 
to most people than a child who has the cry- 
The child cries and screams for 
everything that it wishes and cries for every 
little thing that annoys him, It shows lack 
of discipline and the habit should be corrected 
before it gets a firm hold on thechild. The 
child knows that if he cries for a thing long 
enough it will be given him no matter how 
many times it has been forbidden him, and, 
knowing this, he naturally 
things do not suit him. 

If the habit is broken as soon as it is no- 
ticed, it will be an easy task, but when the 
habit has been allowed to become deep seat- 
ed it requires time and patience to break it. 
The cure used must depend on the age of 
the child, but it {s usually safe to put the 
child in a room by itself until it stops crying. 
A few days of this treatment will usually 
break the habit, for even a young child can 
realize that there is no use to cry if no one 
pays any attention. It is hard for most 
mothers to hear their children cry without 
doing anything to quiet them, but if the

A little later when he has 
learned to stand firmly on his feet and shows 
a desire to take steps by stretching out his 
hands to you, take his handsin yoursand al- 
low him to také a few steps, but do not al- 
low him to tire himself under any circum- 
stances.

Artie Hofman hit one in the twelfth in- 
ming and it was all over, 1 to 0 in favor 
of the Cublets, after the best pitched game 
of the National league seasog and one of 
the prettiest and most nerve pulling battles 
of this or any other year. 

Artie’s hit, before a soul was out in the 
Cubs’ half of the twelfth, drove in Johnny 
Evers with the winning and only run and 
brought victory to the man who deserved 
it—Ed. Reulbach. There was another, who 
almost deserved it, Earl Moore by name, 
but it would have been a downright shame 
if Reulbach had lost or had been given a 
draw decision after the fight he put up. The 
hits were distributed evenly, five apiece. 
The Cubs had one extra base drive mixed 
up in their five, while the Phillies had 
nothing but singles. To offset this. Moore 
fanned eight champions and Big Ed whiffed 
only two. But the offsetting that really 
counted lay in the fact that Ed yielded nary 
arun. nor a base on balls, while Earl was 
touched for the tally that won and issued 
two passes. 


Reulbach Deserves Victory. 

It is not right, however, to pass over that 
base on balls part with no brief mention. 
It must be pointed out in no uncertain terms 
that Reulbach, accused of being the wildest 
man in the world, had as much control as 
he had anything else, and that is saying 
a@ great deal. Two Phillies reached first 
who did not earn their passage. One of 
them was little Knabe, who was hit by a 
pitched ball in the opening inning. The 
other was Wilfrid Osborne, whose life was 
saved in the fifth by Joe Timker’s funny 
throw. As further proof that Ed deserved 
to win, it may be said that only one visitor 
reached third base during the afternoon and 
early evening, and the Cubs had real chances 
-to score in four rounds, while Big Ed was 
best when the gentlemen from Pennsylvania 
threatened him most seriously. 

_* Eleven innings passed before a single vis- 
ftor got around far enough to kid with Harry 
Steinfeldt. Sherwood Magee’s rapid base 
running put him on third in the tweifth with 
only one down. But Reulbach braced when 
it looked as if the election were going against 

=~ and retired two of the Phillies’ most 

; gdangerous batsmen, leaving Magee where 
“Ris speed had brought him. 


Finishing Touch by Cubs. 

There was littie to it after that. Johnny 
Evers opened the final scene by beating out 
a@ bunt in the direction of Grant, who had 
been fielding like a conflagration. Knowing 
Hofman had only. one hit to his credit for 
» the day, and that he would sting another 
one safely if given the opportunity, Sheckard 
tried to sacrifice, but Red Dooin pulled 
Bransfield off the bag with his throw and 
both men were safe. At this juncture, it 
looked rather hopeless for Mr. Moore, al- 
though he had pulled out of ditches almost 
as deep. 

The hopelessness of the case appealed to 
the aforesaid Dooin, and so he decided to pull 
off something. With ‘Hofman up, waiting 
to sacrifice if he could, so that Evers would 
be in position to score on any old thing, 

ted called for a pitch out and tried to catch 
Evers off second. Evidently, John was Jook- 
ing for the play, as he took a long lead. 
waited until Red had started his peg to 
Captain Doolan and then maée a bold dash 
for third. He landed there safely, just 
beating Doolan’s return throw. Of course. 
Sheckard helped bimself to second base 
while this was going on and Moore faced 
a@ situation even more serious than before. Another 
bad ball he pitched to Hofman, and then another, 
leaving Artie with three and nothing. The circus 
kid took one and then waited anxiously for Moore 
to serve up another. Up it came, within hitting 
Gistance, and Artie slammed it over Knabe’s head 
for a clean single, Evers scoring while the Phillies 
bustied for their train to Pittsburg. 


Sudden End to Great Game. 


It.was a sudden but not unexpected ending to 
the great game and the 15,000 bugs returned to 
Gunday evesing lunch satisfied that the better 
team had won and that better pitching earned the 
Victory. 

Reulibach’s work was by far the best of his sea- 
son to date. His curve broke prettily and did yeo- 
man service, while the best the Phillies could do 
with his jumping fast one was to pop it in the 
@ir. Moore's curve and crossfire appeared to be 
his chief stock in trade. This underhand ball of 
Earl's was a great thing to look at, it being similar 
to the one which the iamented Rip Zip Hagerman 
used before it twisted him into the hospital. 
Moore's effectiveness can be guessed when it is 
kaown that only two putouts were made by the 
Quaker outfield, neither Magee nor Titus having 
@ chance.

Thena 
pretty play, prettily executed, by Reulbach and 
Tinker put Knabe out of the way and avoided pos- 
gible danger. Joe stole rapidly but quietly over to 
gecond base and arrived there just in time to re— 
ceive’ Ed's nice peg and catch the IHittle one nap- 
ping. Then Magee fouled to P. J. Moran. The 
Cubs got one of their few hits off Moore in their 
half. With two out, Hofman hit a sharp one to 
‘Bransfield and beat Moore, who was going over 
to cover, in a tight race for the bag. Artie was 
thrown. out when he tried to steal.

Schulte walked after two were gone 
in e Cubs’ portion and suffered the same fate

ITALA HAS A BENT AXLE. 


Start of Foreign Car for St. Louis 
Delayed; Sickness Attacks 
One of the Drivers. 


When the two Fords, one driven by Frank 
Kulick and the other by B. W. Scott, left 
the Chicago Automobile club at 9 o’clock yes- 
terday morning for a hard day’s run to St. 
Louis, they had even a larger lead over their 
rivals in the New York-Seattle race than 
they anticipated when they checked in the 
night before, their margin being five instead 
of four hours, as was the case at Toledo 
Saturday morning.

Their tickets 
signed, the drivers of these two rigs started after 
the Fords. 

The Itala was not tn condition to go out on its 
schedule time, having been sent to the repair 
‘shop to have the axle fixed. It was the intention 
of the foreign crew to make its getaway at 3:50 
o'clock this morning. 

Gus Lechieitner, driver of the Itala car, trav 
eled the last few miles with chills and fever that 
sent him to bed as soon as the party reached the 
Great Northern hotel. The other members of the 
crew, F. Whitmore, a nephew of Warren G.

URGES NEED OF SAVING. 


2 Cites Worthy Thrift of Immi- 
. grants; Praises Victory of 
Jack Johnson. 


New York, June 6.—[Special.}]—Before 
nearly one thousand of this city’s negro 
business men and others today, Booker T. 
Washington reiterated the statement that 
the solution of the race problem lies ‘not in 
politics, not in religion, not in higher educa- 

but in business.”’ 
rhe meeting took place at the African 
M. E. Zion.church and was held under the 
auspices of the Negro Business league of 
this city, an organization started three years 
ago, and which now contains over two 
hundred members. 

In the course of his address Dr. Washing- 
ton pointed out that there are forty-six 
banks in the south, the presidents, cashiers, 
@nd directors of which are all negroes. 

“We American negroes have’ tremendous 
ppportunities in business,’”’ he said. “ But, 
though we may succeed individually, we 
don’t seem to be able to succeed as 4 race, 
organically. The object of this business 
men’s organization is to mold the more self- 
respecting of our race together. 

“Crisis in Next Generation.” 

“ At the present time, however, the whites 
have merely frozen us together. We must 
get a footing in the business world. And we 
must get it in the next generation if we are 
ever going to get it at all. 

“* Commerce cements the races together. 
It destroys sectionalism and Party politics. 
Commerce today is taking the southern 
white man forget that he lives ina ‘ south’ 
and the northern white man forget that he 
lives in a‘ north.’ 

“The north and the south are getting to- 
gether. If the negro doesn't follow the white 
man's example he will go to the wall. When 
I see two big sections of people getting to- 
gether I feel uneasy unless I get taken in 
among them. The north and the south are 
getting together over the dollar. 

* We negroes must understand that every 
man who can ‘ get the business ‘ is ultimately 
going to be recognized in spite of his race. 
The eggs which a negro farmer brings to 
market bring just as high price as those 
which the white farmer brings; and a bank 
cashier is just as glad to see a black as a 
white man enter hie bank. 

Urges Negroes to Save. 

“The trouble with us negroes is that we 
don’t save enough. Why can’t we follow the 
examples of the Polish and Hebrew immi- 
grants who pinch and starve themselves 
from the minute they land, but who con- 
gtantly struggle higher and higher? Culti- 
vate the religion of saving; we negroes have 
' tried every other kind of religion except that. 

- There are lots of quiet, humble negroes 
in this city who wash, cook, and dig, who 
have hundreds of dollars hidden away in 
gome wallet. Don’t despise them because 
they have warts on their hands. Remem- 
ber that the tender handed man always is 
trying to get the money out of some other 
man’s hands. Bring the other kind into 
your organization. Their warty hands sym- 
bolize their worthy work. 

“The negro’s greatest opportunity is in 
the south. In Mississippi alone there are 
eleven negro banks. Their officials and de- 

yositors are all colored. When ex-Gov. 

Ardaman tried to.fight us there we fought 
back with our greenbacks and our banks. 

“ We lay too much stress on the mere phys- 
fcal act of voting. J. P. Morgan might never 
vote, but he has more political power than 
1,000 seedy voters. Strive for his power. Be 


positive. 
Praises Jack Johnson’s Victory. 

Jack Johnson's title to the heavyweight 
championship of the world was alluded to 
by Dr. Washington. The fighter’s name was 
mot mentioned, however. 

* Success is what counts,” said the speaker. 
** Success, despite race or color, makes the 
man on top respect you. What the world 
wants is success. Hold up your successes; 


don't herald your gloom. 
“ You remember when a certain member of 


our race went to Australia to do a job; warn- 
ings were sounded that the color line would 
be drawn. The question was hurled at him: 
* Aren't you afraid in that white man's coun- 
try?’ 

“ Now suppose he had gone to Australia 
crestfallen, saying that he was a negro and 
much oppressed, would he have won? It is 
@ godsend that he did win. It shows to the 
negro race what determination will do.”

Kentucky Man and Woman Overhauled 
by Posse and Summarily 
Punished. 


Lexington, Ky., June 6.—[Special.]—The 
affinity craze finally has reached the moun- 
tains of eastern Kentucky, but after the ex- 
perience of Jasper C. Crum and Miss Lizzie 
Moore, his soul mate, it is not likely the 
craze will extend further. 

Crum disappeared from his home at mid- 
night one-week ago. His wife believed he 
had been kidnaped, and officers of the town 
of Inez were asked to .ecate him. For the 
last week a posse headed by Crum’s brother 
searched the surrounding country, and on 
Saturday Crum and the woman were located 
in a mining camp across the West Virginia 
border. Without ceremony the couple was 
brought back to the Kentucky side, and 
after being made to strip to the waist, both 
were switched.

The police escort under Capt. C. C. Healy 
led the parade, which included the Seventh 
Iilinots infantry band under Sergeant For- 
rest, company F Seventh MHlinois infantry 
under Capt. John J. Bolger, and the Knights 
of Columbus, Foresters, and other organi- 
zations. Ald. Clancy was aided by Capt. 
BE, H. White and Capt. E. J. Rainey. 

The Rev. Father Michael is abbot of the 
monastery. It is anticipated that it will cost 
$125,000 when completed and will house forty 
or fifty members of the Passionist order.

Hundreds of rowboats, too, were run 
out under the bfy hull and the rowers sculled 
slowly around the gunboat. Added to these 
dpzens of yachts and smal! sailboats visited 
the harbor to attend the reception to the 
latest of the lake fleet. 


Boys Would Be Admirals. 

It was juvenile Chicago which enjoyed 
the spectacle the most, and after the view 
of the warship many boys who had care- 
fully mapped out careers as cowboys and 
circus. heroes suddenly realized that their 
dearest ambition was to become a real sallor 
and eventually an admiral. 

“But say, kids,” remarked one of these to 
a group of companions who were admiring 
the clean looking gunboat, “ where's the 
guns? I can't see none from here.” 

Dummy,” came the response of another, 
“of course you can't. That's one of them 
naval secrets. They ain't going to give 
away to the enemy where they shoot from. 
Them holes—port holes they call ‘em—is 
where people think they are.”’ 

“Is that the one that Dewey was on?” an- 
other asked. 

“ Of course not,’’ a freckled faced boy re- 
plied. ‘* This one is the warship that licked 
Cuba and Dewey was in Manila.” 


Old Timers Show Interest.

NATIONAL BANKS .:ARE SOUND. 


Aggregate Capital, .Surplus, and 
Profits Show an Increase of $58,- 
586,428 During the Year. 


Washington, D. C., June 6.—During the cur- 
rent fiscal year the national banks of the 
@ountry have received in individual deposits 
$4,826,060,884. 

The year which will close with the pres- 
ent month has been one of exceptional pros- 
perity for national banks. Sinte May 14, 
1908, there has been a net Increase of 155 in 
the number of national banks. Of the num- 
ber that went into liquidation, 71 were in 
Oklahoma and withdrew from the national! 
eystem to reorganize under the state law 
in order to take advantage of the state guar- 
anty law. 

Notwithstanding the unusual number of 
banks withdrawing from the nationa) system 
the aggregate capital, surplus and profits of 
the banks reporting on April 28, 1900, 
amounted to $1,729,057,010, or an increase of 
$58,586,428 during the year. The loans and 
discounts increased §$434,763,998, deposits 
$513,403,594, and total resources $774. 261,145. 
Cash in banks on April 28 amounted to $926, - 
776,902, an increase of $25,324,572 over the 
eall of May 14, 1908, although between the 
dates mentioned the government withdrew 
from the national banks $111,255,542.11, leay- 
ing still on deposit $70,401,822.99.
